CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Dec. 27. — Mrs. 
Pickering, wifu of Lining Pickering, 
proprietor of the Call, who died in 
England, wm buried here to day from 
Trinity Church. Among the pall 
bearers were, William Alvord, Presi- 
dent of the Bank of California, Mayor 
Bartlett, Asa Fisk and other prominent 
citizens. 

Vallfjo, Dec. 27. — The Mohican, a 
steam sloop of war, was successfully 
launched to-day at the Mure Island 
Navy Yard. She carries eight guns. 

San Francisco, Dec. 2S. — The cus- 
toms authorities have seized 101)3 
pounds of crude opium of the value of 
§8000, brought here on the steamer 
Granada. 

Vallejo, Dec. 28. — A short time 
ago Austin Stevenson accepted the of- 
fer which Hanlan made, to give any 
oarsman §1000 who would beat him in 
a three-mile race. Hanlan has now 
requested Stevenson to release him 
from the engagement and he has con- 
sented. jNo reasons for the request 
are assigned. 

San Francisco, Dec. 27. — Sharon, 
the defendant in the divorce case, ap- 
peared at the office of G. W. Tyler, 
counsel for Miss Hill, for the purpose 
of having his deposition taken before a 
notary public in the proceeding. Ob- 
jection was taken by Tyler to the pres- 
ence of any but the parties to the case, 
their counsel and reporters. The ob 
jection was aimed principally against 
the presence of Messrs. Davis and 
Jackson, whom Tyler described as pri- 
vate detectives engaged by Sharon. 
General Barnes insisted that they 
Hhould remain, as they could not in 
any sense influence or impair the de- 
position to be taken. Further proceed- 
ings wore continued until Superior 
Judge Sullivan pronounces upon the 
point. 

The Grand Jury indictments charg- 
ing Miss Hill and W. M. Ni ilson with 
perjury and conspiracy in uttering a 
fraudulent certificate of marriage were 
up for trial. I\lr. Garrett stated that 
the Grand Jury had received a letter 
from Sharon,and that they had investi 
gated the statement of facts contained 
therein, and had found indictments as 
charged. The letter was read in court. 
It presented the charges specified for 
their consideration. Tyler moved that 
the indictments lie dismissed on the 
ground that the case between the par- 
ties at issue at the time the indictments 
•were made was pending in the civil 
courts. A further hearing was post- 
poned until Saturday, January oth. 

San Francisco, Dec. 27.- The de- 
position of Frederick C. Bucliard, an 
important witness in the case of Miss 
Althea Hill rersus Senator Sharon, was 
taken to day. He testified he was an 
accountant in a wholesale grocery store 
in Portland, Omi. He met Miss Hill 
at the Palace Hotel in April, I SSI. 
He afterwards visited Belmont, Sha 
ron's country residence, in company 
with Colonel and Mi's. Stagg, Miss Hill 
and others. IFhile there lie saw Miss 
Hill frequently and propo.-ed and was 
accepted. The engagement was ack- 
nowledged before visitors. It was 
broken off on the ground that witness 
deceived her as to his fortune. During 
their period of engagement she told 
liim that Fred. Sharon and Dr. Brail- 
ford were both deeply in love with her, 
and had made htr offers of marriaije, 
but no relations existed between Sharon 
and herself other than tho.->e of friend- 
ship. 

Frederick C. Burcharcl, who testified 
yesterday in the H ill-Sharon case that 
bo was in April, 18S1, engaged to be 
married to Miss Hill, was, on com- 
plaint of that lady, arrested this after- 
noon on the charge of perjury, but was 
immediately released on bonds. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Dec. 17. — The Herald, 
Times, World and other papers denounce 
the French delegation of alleged 
■workingmen as Communists who came 
over here, according to Justus Schwab, 
who presided nt the meeting in their 
honor last night, to extend the cause 
of Internationalism. This statement 
was confirmed by one of the delegates. 
The meeting was attended by 3,000 
noisysocialiats, chiefly foreigners. Tho 
American flag was hung side by side 
■with the red flag. The orator of. the 
evening was Herr Most, who said, 
amid the frenzy of cheers: "Let us 
tear down, wipe out and annihilate! 
Then we can talk of building!" Cries 
"Vive la Commune!" "Vive la dyna- 
mite!" resounded through the hall. The 
delegation has concluded not to travel 
we3t, as originally announced, but will 
leavo for France on Wednesday. 

U'ashingtoN, Dec. 27. — Brigadier 
General Andrew A. Humphreys died 
Suddenly last night. 



CANADA. 

Toronto, Dec. 27 — The Trades Con- 
gress unanimously resolved that the fu- 
ture welfare of the working people of 
the Dominion requires the prohibition 
of importations of Chinese laborers. 

Toronto, Can., Dec. 2" i . — The Trade 
Congress adopted resolutions condemn- 
ing the holding of laree tracts of land 
by companies and individual specula- 
tors, and calling upon all classes to or- 
ganize and form trade councils; affirm- 
ing that stipendiary magistrates have 
summary jurisdiction in all cases of 
noil payment of wages; expressing the 
opinion that tho working classes would 
best obtain parliamentary representa- 
tion by constituencies being supplied 
with cumulative votes. 

CHINA. 

Paris, Dec. 27. — It is rumored on 
the Bourse that the French forces have 
landed upon the Island of Hainon, op- 
posite the mouth of the Delta of the 
Red River, and which commands the 
Straits of Hainon, through which all 
commerce of the Gulf of Tonquin passes 
to Hongkong. The ruiiior lacks con- 
firmation. 

Paris, Dec. 23. -A Canton dispatch 
states that the Viceroy has been order- 
ed to send troops to tho Tonquin fron- 
tier. It is rumored that tho French 
have besieged Bacniuh, the occupation 
of which is imminent. 

WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 

Echo, Dec. 25. — Tho laruo now city 
hall, during a strong gale, went down with 
a crash to-day about 2 o'clock. Tho 
building was not yet entirely completed 
and was not strong enough to withstand 
the heavy wind, which wis blowing with a 
velocity of seventy miluaan hour. It was 
almost a miracle that no o'ns was killed. 
A ball was niven in tho upper part of the 
building hist night, uttonded by nearly 
300 people, and a number had been in the 
building all day until within five minutes 
of tho time it went down. Thu building 
was 30x00, and vory high, and had coat 
about ?2 r )00. 

Dayton, Dec. 27.— The Baptist church 
was blown from its foundation last night. 
Damage, §400. 

EUROPE. 

Rome, Doc. 27. — Tho American bishops 
deny that any agreement has been arrived 
at concerning the attitude of tho Catholic 
clergy of tho United States towards 
Fenian in m. Tho American bishops state 
that neither at the propaganda conferuueu 
nor at the Vatican have they had any 
agreement, disagreement or discussion in 
any manner connected with Kunialiism. 
Boforo tho bishops loft America for Rmnu 
aisurancus were exchanged by them that 
this topic of Fenianism in particular, and 
political matters gem r dly wero nut to bu 
considered in this mission. 

Dublin, Dec. 27. — Arringomonts have 
been made for special trains to convey 
20,000 Or irigomen to oppose Nationalist 
meetings at Droninre, County Mayo, and 
Coctehill, County Cavan. 

Paris, Doc. 27 — L-j Paris states that a 
definite agreement was concluded between 
the Suez canal company mid British ship 
owners, upon terms satisfactory to the 
company. 

Tho Mexican government announces 
that no arrangement exists for tho con- 
version of the Mexican indebtedness in 
England.

THE NEW LIQUOR LAW AND 
REV. MM. WATSON. 

Although tho Rev. Mr. Watson takes 
exception to our views on this question, 
we are pleased that they have provoked 
the expression of his opinions upon tho 
really Ilillieu.lt. temperance problem, for 
any controversy on the new liquor law is 
necessarily associated with and resoives 
itself into this question. It is apparent 
to ua that we have been misunderstood on 
sevetal points by Mr. Watson. When 
stating that the desire for stimulants wnc 
a "failing" of the human race it would 
perhaps have been better to have said a 
"characteristic," and although never say- 
ing that it was unavoidable yet observa- 
tion, teaching and experience lead to the 
bolief that it is inseparable from any con- 
siderable body uf human beings. Phil- 
osophy teaches that nothing is in itsolf 
unnatural, being but the expression uf 
the workingaof natural laws. The remark, 
therefore, that "tho consumption of stim- 
ulants is unnatural" was not made in this 
aonse, but from a humanitarian's standpoint 
who judges only of results as they affect 
mankind, his morals, his health, and, 
consequently, his life, forms his conclu- 
sions and renders his verdict accordingly. 
In this light they are unnatural as sup- 
plying stimulation far in excess ot that 
impartod in the ordinary way when nour- 
ishment is taken to sustain tho system, 
and it is for this reason that tho necessity 
for the observance of moderation 
is so paramount. The expenditure of a 
too great amount of nervous vigor called 
forth in a perfectly legitimate and unavoida- 
ble mannei(sueh as application to business, 
reaction attendant upon some great ex- 
citement or trouble for which the person 
may be entirely irresponsible, etc.,) pro- 
duces a desire for a stimulus which is had 
recourse to, and, if only partaken of in 
a quantity warranted by the demand, will 
supply that want and thus benetit. But 
all excitants — we do not speak exclusive- 
ly of alcoholic ones— if taken in excess of 
tho natural demand have a tendency to 
create an inclination which a further sup- 
ply, instead of satiating, increases. Here 
js where the distinction lies: Between 
those who are moderate and those who 
are not. It is useless to aver (although 
such may be the case) tiiat some are bel- 
ter constituted to resist temptation than 
others. All men— unless insane— are as- 
surred to be responsible beings gifted with 
reason tu judiciously restrain the prompt- 
ings of the flesh; and in civilized, semi- 
civilized and even among barbarous na- 
tions they are punished in a greater or 
less degreo if they do not exercise this 
faculty and control themselves according- 
ly. In admitting, therefore, that the liquor 
traffic had evil effects, reference was made 
to those who exceed the bounds uf mod- 
eration and rush into excess. It may be 
urged that the attendant evils of drunk- 
enness are visited not only upon the 
drunkard himself but upon thoso con- 
nected with him. This, however, is al- 
most invariably tho case whenever crime, 
moral or legal, is committed. The law 
ituelf makes a man equally responsible for 
hiB actions, drunk or sober, because al- 
though he may do many things while in 
tho former state which he would not do in 
tho latter, he is supposed to bo and is 
perfectly conscious while drinking im- 
moderately that he is approaching that 
stato. In other words, men get drunk 
with thoir eye3 open. Let it not for a 
momont be imagined that tho vico of 
drunkenness is hero defended. There 
is, thero can be no excuse for it, on the 
very ground we have mentioned, viz., the 
moral crime that the individual is know- 
ingly committing; and it i3 useloss to 
advance the Utopian idea that imperfect- 
tions are not natural attributes of man. 
Tho Word itself states this. The sooner 
werecognizothefact that drinkinglikesome 
other evils, is natural, the sooner can 
its evil effects be minimized. The desire 
for stimulants is (we have tried to explain 
why) inherent in man's nature, and there- 
fore in this light necessary. This being 
admitted, the discovery of the true rem- 
edy becomes of tho greatest importance. 
With every respect for the ideas of others 
we are of opinion that the panacea will 
not bo found in prohibition. It would 
certainly not prevent the sale of liquor, 
though it certainly would materially re- 
strict it. Restriction, however, could be 
obtained with a limited number of 
licences and the right retained fur those 
who are moderate to drink and enjoy 
(why not '/I a glass of ale or liquor. It 
does not seem just that tho temperate 
ones who, we submit— in spite of asser 
tions to the contrary — are largely in the 
majority, should ba deprived of the priv- 
ileges which they have never abused for 
tho sake of men who are the conscious 
agents of their own downfall, and who, iu 
default of liquor, would but lly to some 
other and perhaps worse stimulant. No, 
we say [restrict the number of saloons and 
recognizing tho drunkard as a responsible 
agent punish him as such, and where the 
law fails lo reach him. lot him bo socially 
ostracized; nay, lot thero be a law that 
can place undor proper restraint a man, 
no matter how aftluont or humble his 
circumstances, for tho crime of being an 
irreformablo drunlcurd without its being a 
necessary factor to his punishment that 
his conduct has injured his family pecu- 
niarily. Any such reforms as these will 
be welcomed and endorsed by trios t peo- 
ple; but wo do not think, in spite of Mr. 
Watson's belief, that prohibition, if sud- 
denly sprung upon this people, would 
prove successful, or that any plan save 
that .of restricting tho number of licenses 
■would work at present. The new Domin- 
ion Act wo regard as altogether too 
sweeping. The number of liconces might 
be reduced one-half with much public 
benoiit; but to pull thorn down from sixty 
to eighteen in a siuglo yenr would really 
be to create a monopoly in tho snlo ot 
liquor which neither Mr. Watson nor tho 
most ardont prohibitionist would desire. 



HON. ADAM CROOKS. 

DECLARATION OF LUNACY SUS- 
TAINED IN THE HIGH COURT. 

A Life Fast Ebbing: Away. 

Toronto, Dec. 20. — Before Mr. Justice 
Fergusson, at Osgoode Hall yesterday, a 
motion was mado by Mr. A. J. Cattanach 
for an order declaring Hon. Adam Crooks 
a lunatic, and for the appointment of a 
committee of his person and estate. Mr. 
Cattanach stated that tho application was 
made under section fjU of the Ontario 
Chancery Act, which provided that upon 
proof by affidavit of the lunacy of any 
person, tho court might make an order 
declaring the same, and might appoint 
soino person or persons to look after tho 
person and estate of the lunatic. Ho wont 
on to say that notice of the present appli- 
cation hnd not boon given to Mr. Crooks 
himself, who is now confined in an asy- 
lum known 'The Retreat," in Hart- 
ford, Conn. , .au.se his physicians con- 
sidered that knowledge of it 

MIGHT PROVE FATAL TO UIM. 

Lie read tho affidavit on this point of Dr. 
Stearins, medical superintendent of "Tho 
Retreat," and of Dr. Sprajigu,of Toronto, 
both of whom considered it extremely 
perilous to allow notice of such an appli- 
cation to bo given to him. The material 
in support of tho motion was then read, 
commencing with the petition, which pur- 
ported to bo presented by Mr. G. C. 
Cunningham, Civil Engineer, setting out 
that Mr. Crooks had been seriously ill in 
January last, and that since that time he 
had become weak in mind, debilitated in 
intellect and wholly unable to 1-iok after 
his affairs. Tho petition wound up with 
a prayer that he be declared a lunatic, and 
that Mr. R. H. Bethune, his nephew; Ma- 
jor R. J. Evans, his brother in-law, and 
Mr. G. D. Dawson be appointed a com- 
mittee of his person and estate. Affi- 
davits wore then read, made by several 
gentlemen friends of Mr. Crooks, showing 
somo of the extraordinary delusions under 
which he has been laboring. The chief 
of his hobbies was sworn to bo that a new- 
world was to bo formed, of which he was 
to be Prime Minister. Ho conceives him- 
self enormously wealthy, and is constant- 
ly pondering over the gifts of oilico and 
benefits ho will confer on his friends. A 
telegram was produced from Mr. Crooks 
to tho Lieutenant-Governor, telling him 
not to accept the resignation of Messrs. 
Mowat, Hardy and Pardeo, but to dis- 
miss thorn, and ho would be premier of 
Canada. Other instances wero given in 
the affidavits showing tho weak stato of 
mind to which tho unfortunate gentleman 
has been reduced. Medical affidavit tes- 
timony followed, showing the peculiar na- 
ture of the disease, describing it as con- 
traction, not softening, of tho brain, 
technically known as paresis. Tho dis 
ease, it .was shown, must have been cul- 
minating for some years past, and would 
end in paralysis of tho brain, causing death 
beforo the expiration of two years at tho 
outside. In tho opinion of tho medical 
gentlemen Mr. Crooks is insane, with no 
reasonable probability of recovery. The 
lust affidavit read showing that Mr. 
Crooks hnd first been taken to an asylum 
at Canandaigua, near iiutfulo; that the ac- 
commodation thero was insufficient, and 
that ho hod been removed to "The Re- 
treat," where he would remain until tho 
new asylum at Guelph was completed, 
when he would bo finally taken there, 
Mr. Cattanach concluded his motion by 
pressing tho appointment of a committee 
He showed that Mr. Crooks' financial af- 
fairs wore in a most unfortunate condi 
tion, his ascertained liabilities amounting 
to $20,000. Of his assets, his real pro- 
perty in Flamboro', his farm at Niagara, 
and his houses in Toronto are all mort- 
gaged. Thero is, however, an estimated 
surplus of S11.000. 

Mr. Justice Fergusson gave his decis- 
ion at once, stating that it was impossible 
to hear tho evidence without being con- 
vinced that Mr. Crooks was insane. His 
Lordship, therefore, made an order de- 
claring him a lunatic, and appointing tho 
gentlemen named a committee of his per- 
son and estate. All despatch ie to be 
used in taking out the order, so that the 
estato can be administered and freed from 
debt.

Fearful Tmgcdy — Orangemen 
and Catholics. 

St. John, N. F., Dec. 27. — Advices 
from Harbor Grace stato that an Orange 
procession yesterday, while passing Ship's 
Head, was fired upon by a crowd. At 
first tho Orangemen thought tho firiiif,' 
was powder from fjuim carried by their 
friends, until they saw their men fall. 
Four men were killed — two Orangemen 
and two Roman Catholics. Eight are re- 
ported mortally wounded, and eighteen to 
twenty slightly. Head Constable Doyle 
is among the wounded. Thero is a lull 
in tho outbreak at Harbor Grace, hut the 
neighboiing town of Carbonear is in a 
stato of the wildest frenzy. Over 1000 
men are parading tho streets and prepar- 
ing to march upon Harbor draco. Crowds 
aro hurrying up from the whole extent of 
tho country about to the scene of the dis- 
turbance. All tho business places aro 
closed, and most of the private residences 
aro protected by bars and bolts. Police 
dispatched from .St. John reached Har- 
bor Grace last night. If the riot breaks 
out anew tho law ollicera will be power- 
less to protect life and property. It is 
rumored that tho government has cabled 
to Halifax for troops and a war ship. If 
tho Carbonear contingent marches into 
Harbor Grace the result will be terriblo 
to contemplate.

Moylan, far- 
mer, who recently returned to Iroland 
from America, has been shot dead at 
Clonbur. It was an agrarian crime. The 
assassin shot Moylan in the chest with a 
gun.

When a man goes quietly alone with a 
policemrn either on a charge of drunken- 
ness or otherwise he is entitled to every 
courtesy on the part of the officer, who is 
always quite willing to accord it. It 
Bhould also entitle him to due consider- 
ation in court when the offtnee is com- 
paratively trivial. There is, however, an- 
other chiss of men who when arroated as 
drunkards are always anxious to air their 
innate viciousness and violence of char- 
acter and not only i;ive all the trouble 
they can but if pufcsiblo do serious bodily 
injury to those whoso duty it is to arrest 
thorn. In sumo cases these men, who 
know perfectly well what they are doing, 
requiro a force of sever.il nthcera to con- 
vey them to g»ol, and oven continue the 
6ght within the gaol itself, until they are 
secured and safely stowed away. Nor is 
it a very pleasant task to minister to those 
gentlemen, for they have certain vicious 
methods of using their feet which are very 
dangerous if not guarded against. It 
would be rather a dry joke on one of 
these ferocious prisoners if he was charged 
at the rate of 81 per man, for each officer 
and jailer, that he detained fr urn his pro- 
per duties, with the alternative of ex- 
piating the fee at a regular rato in the 
chaingang.

ALASKA. 

The Volcanic Eruption at Cook's 
Unlet. 

On tho morning of the 0th of October 
last, the settlement of fisher nen on Eng- 
lish Bay heard a heavy report and looking 
in the direction of the Sound, thoy saw im- 
mense volumes of smokes and flame sud- 
denly burst forill frmn tho summit of 
Mount Auuustine. The sky became ob- 
scured, and a few hours after great quan- 
tities of pumice dust began to fall, some 
fine and smooth and some gritty. At 3:;J0 
in tho afternoon of the same day, an 
earthquake wave thirty foot high came 
rushing in over the hamlet, sweeping 
away all the boats and deluging the houses. 
Tho tide at the time being low saved tho 
settlement from utter destruction. This 
was followed by two other waves, about 
18 foot high, which were succeeded at ir- 
regular interval by other*. Pumice ashas 
fell to a depth of five inches, making day 
30 oark that lamps had to bo lit. At night 
the surrounding country was illuminated 
by the flames from the cratnr. Ordinarly 
Mount Augustine is covt red with sn-iw, 
but th's year it was completely baro. An 
examination alter the disturbances sub- 
sided, found the mountain split in -two, 
from base to summit. Tho northern 
olopo had fallen to the level of thesu? 
rounding dill's. Simultaneous with the 
eruption was tho creation of a new island 
in the passage between Chernab'ura is- 
land and the mainland, seventy -live feet 
high, and a mile and a half long. The 
violence of volcanic action was so great 
that two extinct volcanos on the peninsula 
of Alaska, lying to tho west of the active 
volcano, [Hamuli, twelve thousand feet 
high, burst into activity, emitting im- 
mense volumes uf smoke and dust, whilo 
flames were visible at night. It is stated 
that tho wives of a party of Aleut Indians, 
who wore engaged in that locality in otter 
hunting, became afraid of tho subter- 
ranean noises, refused to stay and re- 
turned home. None of those who re- 
mained can be found.

PAPER LUMBER. 

AH Sorts of Natural Wood Per- 
fectly Imitated. 

A tall, elderly man, with a round, pleas- 
ant face, took from the marble mantel of a 
room overlooking Printing House Square, 
recently, a section of what appeared to be 
walnut wood. 

"This is paper lumber," ho said. "'You 
may not bo aware that a process has been 
invented for utilizing paper pulp in the 
manufacture of a substitute for natural 
wood. A mill has been erected in a West- 
ern town for the purpose of manufacturing 
artifical lumber, and a number of capitalists 
have taken hold of tho mutter. We nro 
thoroughly convinced of the perfect practi- 
bility of paper lumber in tho manufacture 
of all articles at present made from wood. 
It is only a question of a very nhort time 
when paper lumber will come into general 
mw. I feel confident that it will prove 
much cheaper than wood, equally as dur- 
able, and fully as good for fine work." 

Attention wus directed to several articles 
of cabinet ware made of the material. Two 
of theso were ordinary parlor tables, one of 
which resembled the peculiar mottled ap- 
pearance seen in some choice hard woods. 
The surface of the table was varnished and 
highly polished. Tho other table was finish- 
ed in exact imitation of rosewood. A 
panel floor was also shown, tho finish re- 
sembling mahogany. A couple of ladies' 
work boxes, made after an elegant 
pattern and highly finished, wore also 
exhibited. 

"Tho paper board," continued the gen- 
tleman, "is susceptible of the highest 
polish, and it will take any tint or color. 
The lumber is made principally of iho 
pulp of" wheal, rye and oat straw, and 
other vegetable fibers,' combined with 
chemical ingredients and commit?. It is 
funned in layers about one-quarter of an 
inch in thickness, and these are pressed 
together by powerful machiuory, and thus 
rendered as hard as the hardest wood, 
besides being much moro dense. Tho 
boards are also rendered waterproof in 
varying degrees, according to tho purposer 
for which they are to be used. Tho 
material is aa durable as time, and can bo 
sold at a good profit for almost half less 
than ordinary pine lumber. It will take 
any finish, and in this respect alone is 
equal to the finest hard wood. Moreover, 
it can bo niarbloized in imitation of any 
kind of marble, both ill respect 10 a high 
degree of polish and an exact imitation of 
grain. It will not warp and can be 
rendered perfectly waterproof if desired, 
thus making it suitable for the construc- 
tion of burial caskets. It makes just us 
solid a surfaco as any wood, and may bo 
made of tho hardness of atone. As a 
substitute for wood in tho construction uf 
buildings it possesses qualities of perfect 
adaption. It will make tho finest material 
in tho world for roofing, not excepting 
s)ate or iron. It can bo s»wed, split or 
planed, and boards mado of it aro perfectly 
.'iinooth and flat from end to ond on both 
3idoa, without any knots, blemishes, or 
cracks of any kind commonly mot with in 
w md." 

"Do you think that tho supply of paper 
stuck ia sufficient to permit tho general 
use of paper lumber as a substitute for 
wood J" 

"Why not? The production of straw 
alune ia sufficient. Jt takos 100 years to 
grow 20.000 foot of natural lumber on un 
aero of ground. Thia ia according to 
oliicial statistics. On tho other hand, an 
acre of ground will produce every year 
straw enough to make 2,000 feet of 
artificial lumber, and honco, in 100 years 
it will produce 200,000 foet— ten times as 
much as tho quantity of natural lumber."
